about business, a thought due 
to a fundamental change in 


_ business itself ‘in the last de- 
cade or two. Henry Ford ex- 
pressed. it when he declared 


out of date the reasoning of 
the once common expression 
that no man could make a 
million dollars honestly. “That 
is no longer true,” said Ford, 
“because it has been found 
that it is easier to make 
money honestly than to make 
it dishonestly.”

True we will give closer 
scrutiny to big business than 
to small business, because of 
its greater power for good or 
evil. 

We believe that 90 per cent 
of American business is hon- 
est. 

We believe that 90-per cent 
of American business is an- 
xious to obey the law. 

We want to help this 90 
per cent of honesty. 

‘We -want to control or de- 
stroy the 10 per cent that is 
crooked. 

In this endeavor we want 
your help. We hope to deserve 
it: 

This was a semi-official ut- 
terance by a member of the 
- Federal Government. But it 
does not need that appearance 
of authority to be taken as an 
expression of the viewpoint of ,, 
the administration concerning 
business. While the Sherman 
act, the Clayton act and the 
Federal Trade Commission still 
stand they are no longer In 
the attitude of penitentiary 
guards watching over a crim- 
inal business. They are rather 
in the attitude. of helping a 
majority of honest business 
protect itself against a min-« 
ority of ‘evildoers.

The pods are also sold dried and 
canned. 

Besides their usefuness in fla- 
voring and thickening soups, okra 
is served in a variety of ways, for | 
salad, cooked with rice or tomatoes, 
fried with corn, or just plain boiled 
and seasoned with butter and salt 
and pepper.
